Chicago, Nov. 25 — TIio strike of (he 
employeB of the Chicago City Street 
JUllway Co. waa aettled at an early 
Jioor Wedneoday morn lax >t & confer< 
Mco bottreon tho mayor and the al< 
dermanlc poace commttteo, Prtaident 
Hamilton and B. R. BItss, counsel for 
the company, and the executive board 
of the local union of the striliers. The 
basis on which the aettlement waa 
reached la a complete victory for the 
feompany aa far aa the origitial de> 
mands of the men are concerned. This 
agreement reached will be ratified at 
a meeting of the men at 8 o'doclf Wed- 
neaday morning and it is expected that 
traflc on all the linos ot the company 
will be reaumed Wednesday. 

The only important concesaion made 
by the company was an apreoment to 
reinsfnto all the ptrll<ers, incliiding tlio 
outside unions who went out in sym- 
pathy with the trainmen, with the ex- 
ception of those who resorted to vio- 
lence during the trouble. The arbitra- 
tion of the wage scale ia to be accord" 
Ing to the waBCs paid outside Chi- 
cago, and not on the basis of 
the local street railways. Thrse 
are the two points that have been the 
gtombling block to a peaceable adjust- 
ment ot the strike for the past week. 
The company has insisted that it pays 
higher waRCs than any similar corpo- 
ration in tho country. The men were 
fearful that the arbitration on the 
aeale paid in other cities would de- 
croaae their wagei and they fovght 
atnbbomly for their point. 

Ever since the Inauguration of the 
strike, 13 days ago, the company has 
been gradually gaining the upper hand 
of the men. Under police protection 
tfaSc waa opened on the Wentworth 
aTODue branch of the ayatem 24 hours 
after the strike waa declared, and the 
service has been gradually increased 
ever since. On the third day of the 
strike ahother trunlt line waa opened 
for the patronage of the public and 
alace that time three other important 
ibraachea have been put in operation, 
making a total of five lines that had 
been operated with non-union crews 
wMle the atrike was on.

The Insurgents Refused to Accept the 
Terms Offered By the Ministers of 
the United Statee, Bolgium« 
Hayti and Spain. 

Washington, Nov. 2'.- In a cable- 
gram received here Tuesday from 
Minister Powell, dated Santo Domingo. 
November 23, he announcea that the 
president of San Domingo has agreed 
to surrender the city to the revolu- 
tionists. The articles of capitulation 
are being drawn up. The surrender, 
the cablegram said, will occur Tues- 
day. 

Cape Ilaytien. Nov. 25.— Dispatches 
received here from Puerto Plata say 
that the city of San Domingo was sur- 
rendered to the revolutionists Tuesday 
morning, and tbat President Wos y 
Gil and his ministers took refuge on 
board a German warship. The dls 
patches further say that ^;rl at en- 
thusiasm pievaiis throughout the coun- 
try. 

San Domingo. Monday, Nov. 23.— 
President Wos y Oil requeilted the 

ministers of the United States. Bel- 
gium, Hayti and Spain to intervene 
in behalf of the government. The In- 
surgenta refused to accept the terms 
offered and demanded the Immediate 
capitulation of the city. 

United States Minister Powell In- 
formed the revolutionary chiefs that 
periodical revolutions ought to cease, 
because they interrupted commercial 
relations with other countrie.s and aug- 
Tnonted the debt of Santo Domingo, 
which was witliout means to pay for- 
eign creditors. The minister said fur- 
ther that these perlodteal revolutions 
endangered the peace of his govern- 
ment and of the governments of other 
nations, and that the present revolu- 
tion if continued, would imperil the 
sovereignty of Santo Domingo.

During the trouble a 
bomb was thrown and six persons 
were killed and 16 seriously injured.

At nightfall only six ot the 
victims liad been recovered. 

'I'he explosion (jccnrred at 1 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon. There were about 
175 men in the various shafts at tbo 
time. All oscapod without injury ox* 
cept IS, who were employed in entry 
"K," the scene of tho explosion. The 
force of the explosion was terrific and 
timbers were torn from the walls ot 
the passages for several hundred yards 
at tbo month of entry "K." The pas- 
safes woro so completely obstructed 
that the work of rescuing the entomb- 
ed men was tedious in the extreme and 
several houry were consumeil before 
the first liody was found. 

It is thought that the gas was acci- 
dentally Ignited by a miner's lamp. 
The miners who oseaped, with the aid 
of others summoned from nearby 
shafts, immediately set about clearing 
the i)assages in the hopa that some of 
the 13 entombed might have survived 
the explosion. 

By nightfall six bodies had been re- 
covered and the rescue work was still 
in progress. It is now considered cer* 
tain that all Of the entombed men have 
perished.
